Since Jan 
1, the Children’s Therapy 
Center has evaluated 621 patients, most of 
them children 
Of that total, 267 are 
enrolled in some type of program at the 
center, while another 205 are still awaiting 
evaluation 
Those last two numbers, according to 
Roger Garlich, director of the Center, 


point to the critical need for expansion of 
the facility 
Since 1%7, the number of patients 
enrolled has hovered around the 260 figure, 
but the number of patients on the waiting 
list has soared from 127 in 1967 to 205 this 
year 
Recognizing its present needs and the 
inevitability of future growth, the center 
earlier this year launched a program to 
expand its facilities 


To be lo(‘ated at I5th and Ingram, the 
new Therapy Center buildings will house 
the center and the Sheltered Workshop in 
17,000 square feet of floor spac*e. 
F'unds for the structure are coming from 
the Virginia Flower trust fund, matched by 
federal money 
That aspect of future 
planning has been taken care of 
However, the center’s staff expects it 
will need an estimated $130,000 operating 
budget the first year the two facilities are

The door-to-door

When applying for federal funds to help 
build the new structure, the center’s 
officials informed the federal government 
that the Sedalia Therapy Center “ provides 
the most specialized and diverse program 
for handicapped children ” in the seven 
counties it serves 
The new buildings will give the Therapy 
Center 10,000 square feet of floor space, 
with another 7,000 provided 
for the 
Sheltered Workshop 
The structure will provide four pre­

WASHINGTON (AP) 
The Senate 
rejected 64-to-25 today an amendment to 
continue the 7 per cent exci.se tax on autos 
after a 17-month suspension instead of 
repealing the tax outright 
The defeated amendment, offered by 
Sens Alan Oanston, D-Calif , and Adlai E. 
Steven.son III, D-Ill., to the $25 6-billion 
tax-cut bill, would have suspended the levy 
from Aug 15 this year to Dec 31,1972 
The tax then would have been reimposed 
and the $2 2 billion in annual revenue 
collected given to such purposes as mass 
transit and air pollution control 


Managers of the bill, opposing the 
annmdment. said that permanent repeal of 
the tax long has been promised and that 
this was neces.sary if the job-creating 
effects of the provision were to be 
realized 
Later in the day the .Stmate was to turn to 
sticky questions of adding S«x’ial Security 
benefit 
increases and 
a 
controversial 
pit'sidential campaign-financing plan to 
the bill 


As a result, leaders virtually abandone<l 
plans to finish action on the legislation by 
tonight

-Allow a lO-per-cent credit on invest­ 
ments that create jobs in rural areas, 
at an annual cost of $250 rmlhon 
In another major vote, the Senate 
approved 53 to 29 an amendment granting 
the president power to impose a 15-per­ 
cent surcharge on imports, in place of the 
present lO-per-cent levy The measure also 
allows the president to slap quotas on any 
products moving into the United States

Commission Is Critical 
Of Nixon's Rig hts Plan 


WASHINGTON (Alb - The 
('ivil Rights Uommission says 
President Nixon has failed to 
provide leadership for efforts

If you are planning to »end 
your i hildren to college, you'd 
better start preparing yourself 
for a giant-sized financial jolt 
Today it costs anywhere from 
$4,000 to $20,000 to obtain a 
bachelor’s degree For a family 
with four children, that means 
the edu(*ation tab could run as 
high as $80,000 
Throw in a 
couple of years of graduate 
s<'h(K)ling for each, and the total 
figure for such a family could 
exce<*d $100,000 And the costs 
go higher every year 
Don't despair, though Just as 
college costs have multiplied, so 
have the ways to finance a 
college 
education 
Colleges, 
state and federal governments, 
pnvate and public organizations 
are expanding their financial 
aid programs to help students 
and 
parents 
overcome 
the 
money bamer 
Unless a family is wealthy or 
has a king-sized saving account, 
money for a college education

WASHINGTON (AP) - U S 
battlefield deaths in Vietnam 
over the past five week have 
dropped to the lowest level in 
six years, and now are far out­ 
paced by the number of GIs dy­ 
ing from accidents and disease. 
Combat deaths have aver­ 
aged only six a week since Oct. 
9 compared to an average of 21 
a week from what the Pentagon 
classifies as nonhostile causes. 
The biggest killer is aircraft 
accidents. 
The collision of two U.S. heli­ 
copters Monday and the crash 
of another Sunday after me­ 
chanical failure, killed four GIs 
and wounded five others. 
Last week’s casualty toll, an­ 
nounced Thursday in Saigon, 
showed eight Americans killed 
in action. Nonhostile deaths 
numbered 33. 
Although they exceed battle­ 
field 
casualties, 
nonhostile 
deaths 
this year also have 
dropped to the lowest level in 
six years. The rate, which in­ 
creased each year as the num­ 
ber of U.S. troops in Vietnam 
increased, has dropped each 
year as more and more troops 
were withdrawn. 
'This year, nonhostile deaths 
averaged 19 a week, compared 
to 35 in 1970 and a Vietnam war 
peak of 40 in 1%9 In 1969 there 
were 543,400 Americans in the 
war zone; 188,000 remain today. 
A Pentagon official said a 
certain number of nonhostile 
deaths is inevitable. 
“ There’s not much you can 


do with aviation accidents. ” the 
official 
said 
“ The 
safety 
maintenance program is as ef­ 
fective as possible and every 
unit stresses safety .” 
Since the war began, 45,594 
Americans have been killed in 
action. Another 9,912 have died 
from nonhostile causes So far, 
the toll this year is 1345 in 
combat and 845 from other 
causes. 
The Pentagon lists nonhostile 
deaths under 17 different cate­ 
gories 


Following aircraft accidents, 
which have claimed 2,789 lives, 
the next biggest killer has been 
miscellaneous accidents such 
as electrocution or falling down 
a flight of steps. These account­ 
ed for 2,149 fatalities 


Pentagon figures show 945 ac­ 
cidental drownings. 600 deaths 
from illness, 780 in vehicle acci­ 
dents, 295 suicides, 95 murders, 
781 accidental homicides and 
104 drug overdoses. Others died 
from such causes as bums, 
heart attacks, and accidental 
grenade or other munitions ex­ 
plosions .

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Monarchs of the Future Prepared to Carry on Their Foreign Dynasties

still a future in the royalty 
business 
A whole new generation of 
apprentice kings and queens 
is ready to carry on the dy­ 
nasties 
Most are senous young e\ec- 
utives,

playboy 
pnnces 
haven't entirely vanished from 
the scene, and some royal 
fledglings lead lives of shel­ 
tered privilege 
A portrait gallery of some 
royal heirs shows these pnnces 
and princesses 
England's Charles F’hilip Ar­ 
thur George Windsor, Prince of 
Wales and the next King of 
(ireat Britain and the Com­ 
monwealth, 
is 
the kind 
of 
prince girls dream about—tall, 
talented. 22. blue-eyed, languid­ 
ly handsome and immensely 
rich 
He dances with debu­ 
tantes, but he doesn't dream 
much about them, he's too 
busy 
A millionaire since he 
was 18. Charles is now a sub 
lieutenant in the Royal Navy, 
earning $11 28 a day, living in a 
6-by-7-foot 
cabin, 
shanng a 
bath with 38 officers, learning 
to be a gunnery director for 
Sea Cat guided missiles 
He 
plans to stay in the navy for 
the next few years He already 
is a fully-qualified combat pilot 
in the Royal Air Force 
Charles graduated from Cam­ 
bridge

eology 
and 
anthropology- 
where he set a precedent for 
royal informality by appearing 
in a college play in a garbage 
can and told everyone. " I want 
to be treated as an ordinary 
student " On formal occasions 
he is regally formal, such as 
representing his mother Queen 
Elizabeth 
II at Charles de 
Gaulle's funeral But at inde­ 
pendence celebrations in Fiji he 
put on fisherman's clothes and 
went shark hunting in a punt, 
and yelled "Go to hell" when 
he was told to come ashore for 
a banquet 
He plays both polo and the 
cello and drives fast sports 
cars, but when it comes to roy­ 
al affairs, he is serious and 
businesslike 
★ ★ ★ 
Far more formal is Japan's 
Crown Prince Akihito, a per­ 
sonable and self-assured 38- 
year-old But by Japanese royal 
standards Akihito is practically 
a revolutionary Twelve years 
ago he broke through the chry- 
s a n t h e m u m 
curtain 
that 
shrouds the imperial family 
and 
married 
a 
commoner. 
Princess Michiko, "child of 
beauty and wisdom " Their ro­ 
mance began on a tennis court 
and launched a craze for the 
sport, which is still Akihito's 
favorite recreation. 
The royal couple, who now 
have three children, live shel­ 
tered in Oriental custom and 
tradition in the Togu Palace, 
but both are aware of the ways 
of the West Michiko. a busi­ 
nessman's daughter, majored 
in English literature at Tokyo’s 
Sacred Heart University, and 
Akihito studied with an Ameri­ 
can private tutor 
Akihito makes few public ap­ 
pearances, but he once com­ 
pared the role of Japanese roy­ 
alty to a robot and said he 
wanted to bring the imperial 
family "closer to the people." 
His father. Emperor Hirohito. 
70, appears before his subjects 
only twice a year, opening up 
the palace grounds on New 
Year’s Day and his birthday 
The gates might open more of­ 
ten once Akihito takes the 
throne. 
Belgium’s King Baudouin has 
no children and the heir to the 
throne is his 37-year-old brother 
Prince Albert. The contrast be­ 
tween the two could hardly be 
more pronounced.

WASHINGTON — The Army brass may 
have failed to stop drug abuse an d racial 
strife in the ran ks, but n o on e can accuse 
them of bein g soft on haircuts 
As eviden ce, SP-5 Harry DuVal, whose 
hair was foun d to be perhaps a q uarter-in ch 
too lon g , is awaitin g court martial for his 
horren dous offen se. 


The alleg ed strag g ly locks were spotted 
by an eag le-ey ed officer at the Nation al 
Security Ag en c7 where DuVal performs 
hush-hush chores for the Army . It wasn ’t, 
alas, the first Ume DuVal's hair had slig htly 
outg rown Army specification s 


He was called in by his superior, Capt 
Robert Caddell, who g rimly han ded him a 
written order. 


“I, the comman din g officer of Co. B. 
U.S. Army Security Ag en cy Support Group, 
am g ivin g y ou a lawful order to have y our 
hair cut an d y our moustache trimmed to 
comply with the stan dards req uired by 
Army 
Reg ulation s 
600-20, 
Section 
6 , 
parag raphs 5 -39,” Caddell comman ded in 
writin g . 


Suitably impressed DuVal hasten ed to 
his g irlfrien d’s house for a trim, sin ce it 
was too late in the day to con sult a barber 
She sn ipped off some of his locks an d 
shorten ed his sideburn s a bit 


But the y oun g lady clearly has differen t 
tastes in hair sty les than does Gen William 
Westmorelan d, the Army chief, whose 
haircut edicts have led to the crackdown on 
GI hair. For despite the trim, DuVal’s hair 
len g th was foun d n ex t morn in g to be 
bey on d the leg al limit 


No less than Col. Herman Con rad, the 
g roup comman der, made the morn in g 
in spection . He ex pressed dissatisfaction 
with DuVal’s haircut an d ordered him 
court-martialed for disobey in g a written 
order. 


Last July , DuVal came perilously close 
to an earlier court martial The in trepid 
hair in spector of Compan y B, Captain 
. Caddell, ordered DuVal to g et a haircut. 
The GI protested that his hair didn ’t reach 
his collar an d said he wan ted to talk to a 


lawy er. But in the en d, he submitted to a 
reg ulation haircut. 


Nevertheless, Caddell huffily ordered a 
court martial an y way . Colon el Con rad 
dismissed the charg es an d issued a leeter of 
repriman d in stead. 


Now court martial charg es are pen din g 
over the latest in ciden t. “This chap just 
won ’t g et a haircut, ” Colon el Con rad told 
us ruefully 


DuVal was train ed by the tax pay ers as an 
electron ic warfare an aly st. This is hig hly 
specialized work req uirin g a top-secret 
clearan ce. While he is awaitin g the Great 
Haircut Trial, however, the Army has 
assig n ed him to men ial k>bs.

and the dollar as the basis for 
fixing relative rates.

SCOTT AIR FORCE BASE, 
111. (AP) — A little ^ rl’s plea 
to God to bring her prisoner-of- 
war father home appears on 
the face of Christmas cards 
being sold by an organization 
at tids military base. 
Inside the card, a message 
urges the recipient to give a 
gift to a prisoner and his fami­ 
ly by writing letters to his Con­ 
gressman, President Nixon or 
United Nations Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant expressing con­ 
cern over the plight of Ameri­ 
can POW's in North Vietnam. 
Pictures of two small girls 
show on the face of the card, 
along with these words from 
one of them: 
“ My name is Frances. My 
daddy is a pikA prisoner in 
Hanoi. 
We miss him very 
much. Please, God, bring him 
home.“ 


The cards cost $2 a box. They 
are obtainable from the POW-

Prospects For Grazing Said Good For Winter 


By DON K EN D A LL 
AP Farm Writer 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - Cat­ 
tlemen are going into the win­ 
ter with the best pasture-graz­ 
ing prospects in some years, 
according to the Agriculture 
Department. 
If winter conditions are fairly 
normal, or even better than 
usual, cattle producers, particu­ 
larly cow herd owners, can ex­ 
pect to use the natural feed to 
good 
advantage 
in 
getting 
ready for next spring. 
A survey of pasture feed in 17 
western states as of Nov. 1 
showed 
ranges over-all im­ 
proved last month. The average 
condition of pastures in those 
states was 81 per cent, three 
points more than a year earlier 
and three more tiuin the 10- 
year average for the date. 
Consequently, with more and 
better grazing this fall, the con­ 
dition of cattle and calves im­ 
proved, to an average of 86 per 
cent on Nov. 1, two points more 
than the long-time average and 
a year eariier. 
The department uses the fol- 
lovring rating scale: below 60 
per cent, bad; 60 to 68 poor; 70 
to 79 fair; 80 to 89 good; 90 to 
99 very good; and 100 or over, 
excellent. 
The 17-state range food re­ 
port was also reflected in a na­ 
tional pasture feed and hay out­ 
look included in the November 
cr(^ production report issued 
last week. 
In it, the Crop Reporting 
Board said pastures nationally 
were rated 84 per cent on Nov. 
1, two points higher than both 
the October average and the 
year-earlier level. On a 10-year 
basis, the Nov. 1 condition was 
seven points higher. 


Besides the favorable pasture 
outlook, officials estimated the 
1971 production of all hay at a 
record 131.1 million tons two 
per cent above last year. 


W ASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Agriculture Department defi­ 
nitely will proceed with a spe­ 
cial survey to determine as of 
Jan. 1 how many acres of ma­ 
jor crops farmers intend to 
plant for 1972 harvest in key 
states. 
A similar planting survey 
was made last winter to help 
officials decide on fine-tuning 
for 1971 crop programs. Anoth­ 


er look is needed this winter, 
officials say. 


The survey will be made in 
35 states. It will cover 1972 
farmers’ 
planting intentions 
for com, spring wheat, oats, 
barley, sorghum, soybeans, cot­ 
ton and flax. The results will be 
announced in Jan 27 


Officials stressed in announc 
ing the plan on Monday the re­ 
port will not replace the annual 
planting intentions report is­ 
sued in March. 


The special survey will help 
to make further changes in 1972 


crop programs for wheat, feed 
grains and cotton Those pro­ 
grams already have been an­ 
nounced but are subject to 
modification.

Migration Halt Is Proposed 


SAN FR A N aSC O (AP) - 
House Speaker Carl Albert, D- 
Okla., called Monday for a gov- 
emment-industry partnership to 
halt what he said is a trend of 
migration of rural people to ur­ 
ban areas. 
Speaking before the Ameri­ 
can Petroteum Institute, Albert 
said one out of every four rural 
residents today lives in poverty 
and that 60 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s housing is in rural areas. 
“We need opportunity in the 
country as badly as we do in 
the ci^, perhaps even more,” 
Albert told the oil executives. 
In other remarks that were 
prepared for delivery to the 
conference but deleted from the 
delivered speech— for time con­ 
siderations, the House speaker 
said— Albert blasted the Nixon 
administration’s economic pro­ 
grams. 
He described the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s surcharge on im­ 
ports as a blunderbuss program 


“that may blow up in our 
faces.’’ 
‘T quite frankly do not be­ 
lieve we are on the road to sat­ 
isfactory 
economic 
recovery 
yet,’’ Albert said. 
“While in the main the Con­ 
gress is cooperating with the 
administration in the imple­ 
mentation of wage and price 
restraints that we have so long 
been urging as part of the solu­ 
tion, 1 fear we will find it nec­ 
essary in the months ahead to 
devise more stimulative meas­ 
ures to get the economy mov­ 
ing,’’ he said. 
Albert said the depth of the 
economic problems are reflect­ 
ed in Nixon’s “drastic attempt’’ 
to reverse a deteriorating inter­ 
national trade picture. 
“The administration’s heavy 
handed response could well 
trigger a trade war similar to 
ones in the past that have 
brought with them worldwide 
recession,’’ he said. 


“If other nations’ threats of 
retaliation are carried through, 
the import surcharge may blow 
up in our faces. It is unfortu­ 
nate our blunderbuss program 
has hit old friends and trading 
partners with the same force as 
the economic competitors it is 
aimed at.’’ 


Albert added that “surely a 
little give on our part is due.’’ 
“An agreement to raise the 
price of gold, for example, 
would not cause us long range 
damage and could serve as a 
symbol of our willingness to 
make some of the sacrifices 
necessary to solve some of our 
own problems,’’ he said.
